Mayor Brandt Happy 

BERLIN (UPI)—West Berlin 
Mavor Will, Brandt Friday 
night expressed the relief felt 
hy West Berliners over Wesat- 
ern piedges continued sup- 
port for the Free World outpost 
in its new hour of crisis. 

The pledges included a tele- 
gram sent to the mavor by U.S. 
Vice President Richard MM. 
Nixon which’ promised “un- 
diminished American support 
for Berlin.” In addition there 
were the formal statements 
made by the chancelleries and 
stateamen in Washington, Lon- 
don, Paris and Bonn. 

“I am delighted by the very 
fine reaction from all over the 
world,” the mavor said. “I am 
sure Berliners feel better today 
as a result of the Western re- 
fusal to accept the Soviet pro- 
posal to create a ‘free city’ in 
West Berlin at its face value.” 

But Otto Grotewohl, Premicr 
of the East German regime cast 
a shadow over the Berliners 
jubilation with a tough, un- 
relenting speech read over the 
East German radio. 

Grotewoh! echoed Moscow's 
statements that West Berlin as 
a Western cold war bastion 
could provoke “a devastating 
atomic war.” He insisted that 
the 7,500 American, British and 
French troops must get out and 
said West Berlin rightly belong 
ed to the East German Govern- 
ment.

LONDON (AP)—Pravda said 
Saturday that if the present 
eccupation siatus of Berlin is 
not changed “fairlv unp!easant 
consequences may arise.” 

In an editorial broadcast by 
Moscow Radio. Pravda said 
Western policy has turned West 
Berlin into “a sort of cancerous 
tumor.” “If we do not remove 
it, danger of fairly unpleasant 
consequences may arise. 

“Therefore the Soviet Union 
has decided to perform a sur- 
gical operation—to abolish the 
occupation status of Berlin and 
create such conditions as would 
contribute to normalization of 
relations between the great 
powers, former partners in the 
anti-Hitlerite coalition.” 


Noting that some Western 
opinion “uttered the intention 
to resort to force,” Izvestia said 
the “Soviet people are not 
afraid of menaces and intimida- 
tions.” It said that if “mad- 


men” do appear, “a straitjacket 
will undoubtediy be found for 
them.” 


Envoy Fedorenko 
Calls on Akagi 


Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T. 
Fedorenko called on Chief Cabi- 
net Secretary Munenori Akagi at 
the Prime Minister's official re- 
sidenece yesterday morning. 

No detailed announcement 
was made on what was discuss- 
ed between the two but 
it was understood that the Rus- 
sian envoy sought information 
on’ general domestic conditions 
in this country. 

The talks reportedly were con- 
cerned with developments in 
the current Japan-U.S. talks for 
revision of their security pact, 
and how the controversial bill 
for revision of the Police Duties 
Law came to be pigeonholed. 

Akagi was said to have told 
Fedorenko that Japan did not 
regard either Communist China 
or the Soviet Union as an 
enemy. He reportedly express- 
ed hope that Russia would not 
take action that would result in 
“pressure” being applied to this 
country,

WASHINGTON (AP)—

nounced jubilantly Satur- 
day that “there are no fun- 
damental question marks 


left in the Atlas program.” : 

J. V. Naish, president of the} 
Convair Division of the Gener- | 
al Dynamics Corp., said Friday | 
night's flight “demonstrated the} 
range capabilities of today’s At- 
las.” 


Previous tests, he said, prov- 
ed the ICBM’s design. 

Then Naish said, “We are 
now entering upon the last 
phase—the implementation of 
the Atlas as a potent deterrent 
force of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand,” 


Naish sak’ the successful 
flight “clearly demonstrates the 
AUlas’ potential for employment 
in the peaceful development of 
scientific vehicles for the ex- 
ploration of apace.” 

This was the long-awaited 
climax of @ test program that 
started in June 1957, when the 
first Atlas blew up soon after 
launching. The Atlas fired Fri- 
day night was the 15th test ve- 
hicle in the series. 

The first eight used only the 
twin-chambered booster engine 


in the tail. Four of these flew 
successfuliv over G00-mile 
rahe. so ‘The others exploded in 


tests of guliance and strength. 

Since then Atlas missiles have 
been powered by the booster 
engine, a sustainer engine and 
two vernier engines mounted to 
the outer shell to control the 
roll of the 85-foot long weapon. 

The first of these fully-power- 
ed Atlases blew up 45 seconds 
after launching. The next three 
flew successfully over 3,000-mile 
ranges. The next—the first one 
aimed at intercontinental range 
—exploded 80 seconds after lift- 
0 

Another performed well over 
3.000-mile range, setting the 
stage for Friday night's second 
attempt to send an Atlas “all 
the way.”

#27 p.m. Friday night (11:27 
a.n. JST Saturday), the Defense 
Department and air force wait- 
ed until Saturday to be absolute- 
ly certain before announcing re- 
sults of the shot. 

The Department of Defense 
said “prior successful firings, all 
at less than the full range, but 
employing all three engines 
were on Aug. 2, Aug. 28, Sept.

“Last night’s test came less 
than a year after the first sue- 
cessful filght of the Atlas, made 
last Dec. 17, when the test vehi- 
cle went slightly more than 500 
miles.” 

A twin-chambered booster 
engine at the tail of the &5- 
foot-long Atlas and a sustather 
engine inside its massive shel! 
built up 360,000 pounds of 
thrust before clamps holding 
the straining war rocket to its 
launching pad were released. 

Then the Atlas rose ponder-

‘Kamikaze’ Raids Branded Failure 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Japan’s 
most feared weapon in the wan- 
ing months of the Pacific War 
was the “kamikaze” — suicide 
plane. Yet it has been branded 
a failure by United States naval 


authorities. 
The United States Naval In- 
étitute will publish Monday 


“The Divine Wind,” written by 
two Japanese ex-naval officers, 
one of whom gave the name 
“kamikaze” to the self-destroy- 
ing special attack force. 

Vice Adm. C. R, Brown, in a 
foreword to the book, gives 
what undoubtedly is the U.S. 
Navy's majority opinion-—that 
kamikaze attacks were not 
worth the sacrifice of more than 
4,000 Japanese pilots. 

“Was it a successful tactic?” 
he asks. “My answer is an un- 
qualified no. 

“True, the special attack force 
—the kamikaze—did tremendous 
uamage . « Dut by that time 
Japan was already hopelessly 
worsted, and even in its flaming 
sacrifice the Kamikaze corps 
sank no U.S. warship of. cruiser 
size or larger.” 

Kamikaze attacks, U.S, sources 
have estimated, caused 50,000 or 
more human casualties. They 
Sank 34 allied ships and damag- 
ed 288. Even so, it is doubtful

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that they prolonged the war by 
even one day. 

Americans never were able 
fully to understand the suicide 
attack motives. As Adm. Brown 
puts it, “to the Western mind 
there must be that last slim 
chance of survival.” 


“No one has yet successfully 
explained to the Western mind 
this Japanese phenomenon of 
self-immolation, and perhaps it 
is not given to the Westerner to 
understand it,” he says. 

The book’s authors, Capt Riki- 
hei Inoguchi, who suggested 
the name “kamikaze,” and Cmdr. 
Tadashi Nakajima, provide as 
good an explanation as any. 
Robert Pineau, an American, 
assisted in writing the book. 

However fanatical were the 
Japanese pilots in their loyalty 
and devotion, the conclusion is 
inescapable that kamikaze at- 
tacks were simply “a product of 
defeat,” as Adm. Kantaro Suzu- 
ki, a former Japanese Premier, 
has said. 


“No man welcomes death,” 
Inoguchi writes. “But it is 
more understandable if one 


bears in mind that, considering 
the heavy odds that our fliers 
faced in 1944, their chance of 
coming back alive from any 
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lecording to Sozo Takamura of 


sorties against enemy carriers 
was very slim, regardless of the 
attack method employed, If one 
is bound to die, what is more 
natural than the desire to die 
effectively, at maximum cost to 
the enemy?” 


Vice Adm. Takijiro Ohnishi, | 
commander of Japanese naval) 
air forces in the Philippines, | 
was the father of the special) 
attack force. It was formed 
Oct. 19, 1944, at Mabalacat, 
Luzon, the Philippines, to de- 
stroy U.S. aircraft carriers be- 
fore they could attack the Leyte- 
bound Japanese fleet. In this, 
it failed. 

The first successful kamikaze 
attacks were against American 


escort carriers east of the 
Philippines on Oct. 25, 1944, 
From that beginning grew 


a powerful suicide air force. 


Ohnishi was aware that not 
all Japanese agreed with his 
suicidal theory. He was par- 
ticularly upset when the Em- 
peror inquired, after the 


kamikaze success, “Was it ne- 
cessary to go to this extreme?” 

Ohnishi committed “hara-kiri” 
with his sword the day after 
Japan surrendered.

‘The Tower That Pulls You Back’ 


By KENJI ARAI 
OSAKA—One chilly day in 
Mareh 1948 five boys escaped 
from a reformatory in subur- 
ban Osaka and hid in the hills 
nearby, thinking of fleeing into 

the city after nightfall. 


Instead, they catne back that 
night. Was it cold and hunger 
that drove them back to their 
fold? Perhaps. But the young: 
Sters told the reformatory au- 
thorities: 

“When we heard the toll of the 
bell from the top of the tower, 
we thought of you, our mates 
and the nurses. We couldn't 
help coming back.” 

since then, Osaka Prefec 
ture’s 5l-year-old, best-equipped 
juvenile reformatory has been 
known across the country as 
“the institution with Mikaeri 
no To” and has been introduc- 
ed through a motion picture. 


“Mikaeri no To” defies ac- 
curate translation into a foreign 
language. it may be 
erudely angiicized as 
tower that pulls you back.” 

The alabaster-white ferro- 
concrete tower, 11 meters (36 
feet.) high, Was 
March 12957 in the S3/o-acre 
grounds of the Shutoku Gakuin 
(Virtue Institute) that 
halfway up Mt. Hirao on Osaka- 
Nara border which 
the historic, 
Yamato River. 

Three bells, one after 
other, were attached to the in- 
terior of the tower top in the 
summer of U year. They 
were named “The Bell for 
Mother,” “The Bell for Father” 
and “The Bell for Ourselves.” 
They arg tolled thrice a day 
—7 am. noon and 5:30 p.m— 
as an exhortation the boys 
and girls in the institution 
renew their memories of their 
parents and to reflect on their 
daily conduct,

Final IGY Rocket 
Shot Slated Today 


Tokyo University. scientists 
yesterday shot up a Kappa 
rocket to an altitude of about 
49 Kilometers (about 25 miles) 
from their rocket center at 
Michikawa beach in Akita Pre- 
fecture. 

The purpose of the rocket 
shot was to study solar ultra- 
violet rays. 

A solar spectroscope carried 
in the rocket parachuted down 
as scheduled and was recovered 
by a patrol boat some 42 kilo- 
meters (26 miles) offshore. 

Another rocket will be shot 
up today to study cosmic rays 
and tropospheric pressure. This 
shot will complete Japan’s 
rocket observations under the 
International Geophysical Year 
program.

Juicy, Ripe Persimmons 
Make Delicious Pudding

Most of us have discov- 
ered the Japanese  persim- 
mons are delicious — from the 
early firm flat tomatoshaped 
ones to the large pointed acorn- 
shaped ones that are best soft. 
We enjoy them, skin and all, 
although the Japanese insist 
upon paring them. They're 
equally good in fruit cups and 
salads—but just glance through 
the dessert section of your 
cookbook and see where with a 
bit of imagination you can use 
persimmons in place of some 
Other fruit or along with them. 
One of my favorites is a recipe 
clipped from an old New York 
Times magazine section.

Expense Curb 
For Netters 
To Be Sought

A tightening up of the rules re- 
garding expenses of amateur

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Argentina plans to devalue the peso 


next month as a major step of 
program, it was learned Friday. 
The Argentine Government 
the complex system of “aforos 
with a whified exchange, au- 
thoritative sources said. 

The proposed financial steps 
are expected to be submitted to 
the International Monetary 
Fund this week by Argentine 
Minister of Feonomic Donato del 
Carril, the sources said. 

Argentina has an official 
rate of 18 pesos to the dollar ar 
though the Argentine currency 
over recent vears and more 
acutely in recent months, has 
declined to a free market value 
of 80 to the dollar. 

Although there was no official 
comment the new rate is @X- 
pected to be set somewhere 
near 46 pesos to the dollar, ac- 
cording to best educated guesses 
here. . 

As a member of the fund, 
Argentina must first obtain that 
organization's authorization of 
any changes in exchange 
practices. . 

In the view of high-placed of- 
ficilals, the fund will give ts 
support to the projected Argen- 
tine moves, . 

The contemplated changes in 
Argentina's foreign exchange 
policies are expected to have 
important repercussions on the 
Argentine economy. 

For that reason, the Argen- 
tine Government is reported 
here to be preparing decrees to 
freeze prices on basic consumer 
goods, such as foodstuffs and 
toilet articles. 


A far reaching 
loan from the fund and. the 
United States is also being 
readied to help offset the period 
of austerity that the new pro- 
gram is expected to impose on 
the Argentine economy.

Revised Program

The Japan Telegraph and 
Telephone Corporation vyester- 
day announced it would sched- 
ule Installation of 1,550,000 tele- 
phones during its second five-. 
year service expansion program 
which started this year. 

The figure was 20 million 
more than originally scheduled 


because of recent increased 
demands. 
The cost of the program, 


originally estimated at ¥419,000 
million has been increased by 


¥140,000 million, the corpora- 
tion said. 
The revised program will 


feature an extension of 5,500,000 
kilometers (about 3,400,000 
miles) in suburban telephone 
circuits. This is 1,200,000 kilo- 
meters longer than first planned. 
The revised program also calls 
for better rural service and 
more public telephones. 


Overby Ends Talks, 
Leaves for States 


Andrew Overby, vice presi- 
dent of the First Boston Corp. 
of New York, a leading U5. 
bond underwriter, left Tokyo 
for home yesterday via NWA 
after discussions with the Japa- 
nese Government on the float- 
ing of Japan's proposed first 
postwar bonds, 


Overby, at Japan’s request, ar- 
rived here Nov. 1 en route from 
the World Bank and IMF meet- 
ings in New Delhi. He conclud- 
ed practically all talks with 
Japanese authorities on basic 
technicalities of the proposed 
$30 million in bonds to be float: 
ed on the New York market 
early next year. 


Japan expects to decide all 
conditions for the bond flotation 
in consultation with his corpor- 
ation and other firms as soon as 
bills required for the bond pro- 
ject are approved by the Diet.

Silk Center Building to Open 


YOKOHAMA—The Silk Cen- 
ter Kokusai Boeki-Kanko Build- 
ing—with nine stories above 
ground and two underground— 
under construction since June 
1957 at the entrance to South 
Pier, Yokohama, will be opened 
for business tomorrow, with the 
first floors now completed. 

The top part of the edifice

Group Awaits 
OK to Invest 
In N. Borneo 


SINGAPORE (UPI) — Nine 
hundred million yen ($2,500,000) 
worth of industrial equipment 
and capital will pour into North 
Borneo if the Government there 
gives permission to a Japanese 
syndicate to start business, it 
was reported Friday, 

A report from  Jesselton, 
North Borneo, Friday said an 
unidentified syndicate with head 
offices in Tokyo plans to set up 
factories in Sandakan, Jesselton 
and Tawau. 

A spokesman for the syndi- 
cate in Jesselton said the Japa- 
nése Minister of Finance had 
promised “generous support 
from Japan’s Southeast Asia 
development fund for the pro- 
jects. 

The syndicate, he said, has 
plans to deal in agriculture, fish- 
eries, mining, livestock breeding 
and manufacturing. 

Before World War I there had 
been a fairly large industrial 
investment by Japanese in North 
Borneo. 

It has not been revived since 
the war because of reported 
strong anti-Japanese feeling 
among the population following 
occupation by Japanese troops. 

However, former Japanese 
Consul General Ken Ninomiya 
made his first official visit to 
the area. in 1956 and did not 
meet any public show of resent- 
ment.

Cotton Yarn, Cloth’ 
Stock Piles Lessen 


Showing a decrease of 16,472 
bales from the previous month, 
the nation’s stocks: of cotton 
yarn and cloth as of Oct. 31 
amounted to 463,518 bales, the 
Japan Cotton Spinners Associa- 
tion announced Friday. 


The stock pile decrease was 
chiefly attributed to the con- 
tinued increase in domestic de- 
mand and a production cutback 
in cotton yarn. 


The month’s stock reduction 
of cotton yarn reached 11,000 
hales and that of cotton textiles 
5,300 bales (computed In terms 
“of cotton yarn.) 


Stocks in the hands of the 
spinning industry showed a 
decrease of 8,600 bales and 


those on the part of commission 
houses 6,700 bales. 


Association officials predicted 
that the national stocks of these 
commodities may diminish 
to a normal level (420,000 bales) 
by the end of next March be- 
cause of a possible increase in 
their exports, partly due to Ja- 
pan’s processing of American 
cotton for Burma. 


U.S. May Lose Export 
Dominance in Far East 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Department of Commerce said 
Friday the United States might 
lose its export dominance in the 
Far Fast untess American busi- 
nessmen adopt more effective 
sales methods, 


The Far East, now taking 
about 13 per cent of total U'S. 
exports, offers opportunities for 
still greater trade should Amert- 
can businessmen “strongly 
endeavor to improve their com- 
petitive position,” said Foreign 
Commerce Weekly, a depart- 
ment publication. 

The survey minimized the 
effect of Red China’s dumping 
efforts, though it conceded that 
there are a few instances where 
U.S. ‘commodities are facing 
Communist competition. 

The article said the U.S. share 
of the trade “appears to be hold- 
ing up reasonably well” with 
out increasing, and in a few 
countries declining. 

It listed the reasons as fol- 
lows: 

1, Restrictions on dollar im- 
ports, like in Malaya, Ceylon 


and Singapore, with other coun- 
tries using their dollars only for 
essential imports; 


2. Growing competition from 
Western European countries 
and Japan, particularly notice- 
able in industrial equipment; 

3. Aggressive sales efforts of 
European and Japanese busi- 
nessmen and price and delivery 
terms more favorable than U.S. 
firms offer; 


4. Completion within certain . 


countries especially in the tex- 
tile industry, expanded consider- 
ably by the Philippines, Japan, 


India and Pakistan; 
5. To a far lesser extent 
Communist competition, espe- 


cially from Red China, though 
the Communist bloc’s present 
share in Far Eastern imports 
is only around 5 per cent, 
The article singled out the 
Philippines to illustrate the gra- 
dual decline of US. exports. 
It said that while in 1953 the 
US. accounted for almost 75 
per cent of all Philippine in- 
ports, in 1957 the US. share 
had been reduced to 56 per cent.

The Boldest Challenge of Communism 


The draft of a new seven-year 
plan for the development of the 
Soviet natronal which 
recentiy approved at the 
plenary meeting of the Soviet 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee demands most careful at- 
tention in that it throws great 
light upon what the Communist 
intends to do in the com 
ing seven years.

The theses of Soviet Premier 
N. 8S. Khrushchev's report for 
the 2ist Congress of the CPSU 
state that the basic problem of 
the coming seven-year period is 
one of hastening the advance of 
the national economy along the 
road to communism, a problem 
of making maximum use of the 
time in the peaceful economic 
competition between socialism 
and capitalism. 


If this plan is fulfilled, the 
theses say, a decisive step will 
be made in the implementation 
of the main economic task of 
the USSR to overtake and out 
strip in the shortest historical 
time the most developed capital- 
ist countries in output per head 
of the population. 

This has been a long-cherish- 
é€d ambition of the USSR ever 
since the 20th Party Congress 
held in February 1936. The Rus- 
sians’ achievement — first wit- 
nessed in the success of the 
artificial satellite—in outdoing 
the United States in one ‘particu- 
lar field of scientific technique, 
together with the anxiety now 
being felt in the United States 


about the apparent slowing 
down in the pace of her re 
covery from the recessiqn of 


1957-58, may have stimulated the 
Soviet Union into such an ac- 
tion. At all events, this draft 
plan is an attempt to provide a 
concrete program for having 
this ambition realized. 

And it must be noted that this 
is the first time that this argu- 
ment has been presented in any 
concrete form. Khrushchev now 
aspires to the realization of 
Lenin's dreams on the basis of 
the rapid expansion in the 
foundations of the Soviet eco- 
nomy which claims to have 
achieved “an economic setup 
that outgrew the paradoxes of 
capitalism to attain a superior 
economic level.” 

This is the boldest challenge 
that has ever been made to cap- 
italism and the Free World. 


Dreams of Lenin 


Over-all industrial output is 
to be increased in the seven 


years to come by approximately 
SO per cent. Priority attention 
will be devoted to effecting a 
substantial increase in the out- 
put of ferrous and nonferrous 
metals. In 1965 it is planned to 
produce 65-70 million tons of 
pig iron and 86-91 million tons 
of steel, over 50 per cent more 
than this year’s figure. 

The target figures also pro 


vide for the accelerated ad- 
vancement of the chemical in- 
dustry, in particular, the pro- 


duction of synthetic materials. 

Priority development will al- 
Sv be given to the extraction 
and production of oll and gas. 
It is planned to bring oll out- 
put up to 250-240 million tons 
a year—that to double this 
year’s output, 

Further swift development 
wlll be achieved in such impor- 
tant branches of industry 4s 
nonferrous metallurgy and ma- 
chine-bullding. The output of 
the machine-building and metal- 
working industries, for exam- 
ple, will increase almost two- 
fold over the seven-year period. 

The rate of development for 
the output of consumer goods 
is designed so as to enable the 
USSR, at the end of the seven- 
year period, to approach the 
level of the United States as re- 
gards both over-all output and 
output per head of the popula- 
tion. The Russians have it in 
contemplation to build and put 
into operation’ 270 big light in- 
dustrial enterprises.

And in that year, “the Soviet 
Union will surpass,” the theses 
of Khrushchev's report sav, “the 
present level of industrial out- 
put In the United States ag re- 
gards absolute volume of output 
of some major items of produc- 
tion, and will come close to the 
level of production in that coun- 
try as regards some other items. 
By hat time, output of the basic 
farm products in absolute 
volume and per head of the 
population will surpass the pres- 
ent level in the United States 
of America.” 

Abrupt Substitution 


The execution of the present 
draft plan, of course, is some- 
thing for the future. It is not 
our intention here to make any 
rash predictions as to its success 
or otherwise. 

It must be admitted, however, 
that all these calculations are 
based on the assumption that 
the USSR could continue the 
same rapid rate of economic 
growth as hitherto. 


We do not think that the rate 
set up in the new seven-year 
plan is quite unreasonable. We 
are rather inclined to the view 
that it is even conservative, 

It is an undisputable fact that 
Soviet industrial production has 
expanded, over a considerably 
long period, at the rate of over 
10 per cent. Even when the 
United States industry ‘was ex- 
panding with the greatest rapid- 
ity, its rate was far lower, 

It must be noted, however, 
that in recent years the rate of 
industrial production in the 
USSR has been suffering grad- 
ual deterioration. It was 16.7 
per cent per year in the first 
three five-year plans, but this 
dropped to 10 per cent in 1957. 

The abrupt presentation of a 
new seven-year plan in mid- 
stream to its sixth five-year plan 
itseif can be taken as evidence 
of the Party Central Committee 
having been forced to admit that 
the said five-year plan had, in 
iis very first years, proved to 
be unrealistic in a number of 
leading branches of industry. 


The excessive demands of the 
last five-year plan were mani- 
festly indicated by the actual 
production figures which were 
lagging far behind the platined 
targets. This failure, it is pre 
sumed, naturally made it prac- 
tically impossible to make up 
the lost ground in the remain- 
ing three years and fulfill the 
planned tasks on scheduled 
time. 


Political Motives 


The Russian Communist Party 
leaders have taken the discovery 
of important new sources of raw 
materials as the excuse for the 
unexpected switchover of the 
sixth five-year plan to a new 
seven-year plan. During the 
period from August to October 
of 1957, the press and radio 
in the USSR reported the dis 
covery of a number of mineral 
deposits with long-term possibil- 
ities not taken into account by 
the sixth five-year plan, 


This, however, is deemed too 
weak a@ reason to convince the 
people outside the Communist 
bloc areas. The most reasonable 
speculation would be that insuf- 
ficient preparation of the sixth 
five-year plan and the unsatis- 
factory prospecting of those de- 
posits of minerals on which 
crucial parts of that plan de- 
pended forced the Kremlin to 
rebase some new heavy indus- 
try projects on the newly dis- 
covered deposits of iron ore, oil, 
coal, and other minerals. 


Another convincing explana- 
tion for the abrupt substitution 
of the economic plan could be 
found in the changed political 
and economic situation inside 
the Communist bloc, 

The USSR has been forced to 
give up some supplies of raw 
materials and other goods com- 
ing from its satellites, In the 
meantime, the Soviet ambition 
for increased prestige and in- 
fluence in Southeast Asia and in 
the Near and Middle East has 
urged that country to increase. 
its economic aid to the under- 
developed nations in these 
areas, 

It has to be recalled, again, 
that the birth rate in the USSR 


fell sharply in the 1941-45 
period, and this will just be re 
fected In the anticipated man- 
power shortage in the period of 
the new seven-year plan, 1959- 
65, 

War Industry Plan 

The new seven-year pian is 
claimed by the Russians to be a 
“peaceful” competition between 
socialism and capitalism. “This 
is not competition in armed pro- 
duction,” they say. “It proposes 
to the West a competition in the 
field of peaceful production and 
living standards.” 

However, the fact can never 
he denied that the new plan en- 
Visages primarily a sharp in- 
crease in capital construction 
and output in strategically im- 
portant branches of the heavy 
industries, Like all previous 
long-range plans, it also is to en- 
sure the rapid development of 
war industries at the expense of 
all other branches, 

The emphasized need for a 
rapid development of the arti 
ficlal fiber anced artificial food- 
stuffs industries, too, indicates 
the ambition for increased pro- 
duction of those products to be 
used in the initial preparation of 


high explosives and synthetic 
rubber, 
What demands greater atten- 


tion is the complete program the 
new plan has for the construc- 
tion of thermal and hydroelec- 
tric power stations, which the 
sixth five-vear plan had not. 
And especially those power sta- 
tions to be built on the Uiha, 
Uba, uuikhtarma, and other 
rivers, They certainly have the 
aim of ensuring a supply of 
electric power to those strategic- 
ally important enterprises now 
under construction In the al- 
most inaccessible mountainous 
regions of Altai. 

In any circumstances, the 
question posed by the USSR’s 
new economic plan cannot be 
lightly dismissed. The most 
annoying issue that the Free 
World will have to cope with in 
the coming decades may be that 
of how it can, in the face of the 
Red challenge, successfully sur- 
pass it Without resigning the 
Wide range of political and eco- 
nomic freedom which constitute 
the soul of democracy.

Sudan Coup and Nasser

AMMAN, Jordan—Thue far, 
the outline of the coup d'etat 
in Khartoum are extremely 
blurry from this distance. As

It is clear, am 
above all, that}}ga 
the trouble dies 
Middle East hasiie 
again entered a 
period of acute crisis. It now 
seems Clear, too, that the Syrian- 
Egyptian attempt to kidnap and 
or kill young King Hussein of 
Jordan was the first act in this 
crisis—but a first act that by no 
means followed the script writ- 
ten for it, 

The reasons behind these 
conclusions have nothing to do 
with the events In the Sudan. 
They have to do, rather, -with 
the same situation left behind 
bv the coup d'etat in Baghdad, 
the landing ~of the American 
and British troops in Lebanon 
and Jordan, and the compromise 
settlement in the Lebanon, 

The essential point to bear In 
mind about this situation is that 
on balance, and at least for the 
time being, everybody lost ex- 
cept the Kremlin, 

* * * 

The Western loss was too 
obvious to need underlining. In 
Iraq, in the second most im- 
portant nation in the Arab 
world, a strongly pro-Western 
government was replaced by a 
government dominated by the 
West's enemies. In the Lebanon, 
another strongly pro-Western 
government was replaced by a 
government that is carefully 
neutral, Despite the unimpaired 
survival of King Hussein's Gov- 
ernment here in Jordan, the net 
setback to the West and to the 
West's Arab friends was really 
appallingly heavy. Gamel Abdel 
Nasser’s loss was much less 
obvious than the West's loss. 
Yet this loss by Nasser was 
perhaps the most important re- 
sult of -the long Crisis-period. 
For Nasser, the  post-crisis 
balance sheet may be itemized 
as follows: 

First, another attempt by 
Nasser’s friends in Jordan, to 
convert King Hussein's Govern- 
ment simultaneously with the 
coup d'etat in Baghdad, was 
sternly stopped before it got 
started. 

Second, Nasser failed to 
secure the installation of the 
puppet government in Beirut, 
which he had very reason to 
expect and count on. In order 
to get the American Marines 
out without further trouble, the 
American authorities had posi- 
tively approved the installation 
of a Lebanese Government en- 
tirely composed of Nasserites. 
But the Christian Lebanese 
Staged their counterstrike, and 
thus they upset this alleged 
“compromise,” and forced the 
selection of a truly neutral govy- 
ernment. 

Third, and most significant, 
Nasser’s apparent victory in 
Baghdad turned out to be thor- 
oughiv hollow. When ithe 
Baghdad coup d'etat was staged, 
there is no doubt at all that 
Cairo believed the coup was a 


Most glittering triumph. So it 


looked to the whole world. But 
in order to be a triumph, the 
Baghdad coup had to produce a 
government entirely pliant to 
Nasser’s orders; and this it al- 
together failed to do. 

So far as one can judge from 
this distance, Nasser’s error re- 
sulted from a miscalculation of 
the strength of his agent and 
underground net in Iraq. In 
the outcome, the leader of the 
Baghdad coup d'etat, Brig. Gen. 
Karim Kassem, turned out to 
want to rule over an independ- 
ent Iraq instead of an Iraq made 
into an Egyptian province. In 
addition, the Communist agents 
and underground net turned out 
to be at least as strong as the 
Nasserite net, if not rather 
stronger. And the Communists 


strongly supported Gen, Kas- 
sem'’s independent policy, 

For Nasser, Iraq's continuing 
independence under Kasserm 
was almost as serious @ loss as 
the Western loss of friends m 
Baghdad. While King Faisal, 


the Crown Prince of Iraq ‘and 


the aging Nuri Pasha still ruled 
Iraq, these Western friends 
made ideal targets for Nasser’s 
propaganda. The notion that 
Nuri Pasha's Baghdad could act 
as another magnetic pole in the 
Arab world was sheerly non- 
sense. Uniess Nuri’s Govern- 
ment could be replaced by a 
true-blue Nasserite regime, it 
was better for Nasser to Keep 
these ideal targets In power, 


In the outcome, however, the 
ideal targets were effaced by 
an independent, revolutionary 
regime, strongly supported by 
the iraqi Communists and quite 
capable of acting as another 
magnetic pole for the Arabs, It 
happened, furthermore, when 
Nasser’s rule in Syria was 
running into fairly serious and 
Visinle crouble, 

In Syria, the ambitious 
Nasserite program of land re 
iorm had ww be put off to an- 


other season. The merchant 
ami landiord classes are in 
creasingly discontented. And 


there are signs of disagreement 
between Nasser and Akram 
Hourani, the man who made 
Syria into a province of Egypt. 
Other signs suggest disagree- 
ment between Houran! and his 
former partner in the Syrian 
Army, Col. Abdel Hamid Serraj. 
And the theoretically-outiawead 
Syrian Cormmmunist party led by 
‘Khalid Bagqdash has been mak- 
ing important progress, in step 
with the Communists of Iraq. 


. . . 
Because of the situation in 
Trag and Syria, the Nasser 


bandwagon was slowing down 
rather dangerously. Hence, the 
attempt to kidnap or kill King 
Hussein, which failed so 
ignominiousiy, If it also turns 
out that the new leaders of the 
Sudan still went real independ- 
ence for their country, Nasser’s 
prospects will be very badly 
impaired—without any com 
parable improvement in the 
West's prospects, it must be 
added. 

But, if the Sudanese coup 
adds to Egypt the one province 
that Egypt wants most, then 
the ' Nasser bandwagon will 
again be rolling down the road 
at a good clip.
